Deaf-Mutes in Japan. 



W« print in another colnmn a very in- 
teresting letter from Japan, having re- 
ference to the deaf and dnmb of that 
country, and asking for a missionary 
who understand the methods of teach- 
ing deaf-mntes. The deplorable condi- 
tion of onr class in Japan is easily un- 
derstood when we consider that out of 
a population of over forty millions, 
only six deaf-mutes are being instruct- 
ed. Tokio (or Yeddo, as it is also call- 
ed) has a population of over 25,000. 
It is in this city that the school for 
the deaf and dumb is situated, and it 
is here that the instruction of the 
more than fortunate half dozen is be- 
ing attempted. The love and devo- 
tion of Miss Carrie Ballagh — the mis 
sionary from America — to her little 
deaf-mute pupil, is touchingly beau- 
tiful. She baa a noble object in view, 
and we hope she will succeed. She 
contemplates sending the little girl to 
the New York Institution to secure 
training that will fit her for teaching 
the silent and neglected ones of Ja- 
pan. Miss Ballagh knows over forty 
deaf-muted not one of whom has ever 
been taught any thing. How many 
hundreds — nay, thousands of deaf- 
mutes there must be in the Japanese 
Krapire, destined to live and die with 
no knowledge save that which is ac- 
quired by the promptings of animal iii- 
Btinct. What a pitiable condition for 
snch a large number of God's crea- 
h. But will it remain so ? We 
hope not. We will wait and see.

layed. It- oan be safely said, however, 
that, the building huh never before in 
Mich complete repair and in such good 
condition for the opening of school as 
it in this year. The appropriation for 
the now heating apparatus made by 
the last Legislature, has been used in 

a most, judicious manner, and will 

greatly enhance the facilities for com 
fort during the coming winter, »h well 
as furnish all with a Eresh supply of 
air, something which the teaohers and 
pupils have not received heretofore, 
very much lo the detriment of the 

health of all oniineeled with the TiiKli 

tui ion. Aside from the matter of fresh 
air now being among the possibilities, 

many ohanges havo boon made in bulls, 
etc, looking tO additional conveni- 
ences with the space at hand. There 
is hardly a room or hall in the build- 
ing but has been repainted or repaper 

ed, and all is as neat as a pin from 
the play rooms to the class and study 
rooms ami dormitories, it is to be re- 
gretted lhat Sufficient appropriation 
was not made to put down now floors 
in the halls and other places where 
they are ho much needed. II, is false 

economy to rot, foundations with leaky 
open floors from frequent, scrubbing 

and the battle Withdirt, when a new 
floor would havo saved much waste. 

In passing through the building, a 
striking feature is the manner in which 
everything is crowded und how the 
management is compelled to make an 
effort to accommodate about one bun 
dred more than ought to be admitted 

to the building. The dormitories are 
OTOwded with beds, ami on the hoys' 

side the Italia leading to the same have 
been appropriated.

Colorado Spring* Daily Gazett , Sbptomter 13. 

The ninth anniversary of tho open- 
ing of the Deaf and mate Institute, 
an institution under the control of the 
state of Colorado, and supported by- 
its tax payors, occurred yesterday after- 
noon. The opening exercises begin at 
8,80 o'clock, and were ai tended by a 
large number of our citizens, includ- 
ing more especially those who are con- 
nected with or interested in the ad- 
vancement of our educational institu- 
tions. Those present assembled in the 
chapel of the institute, the pupils 00 
oupying the front rows of seats. 

i'rof. S. K. Walker, the newly elect- 
ed principal of the institute, called the 
assembly to order. Scats on the plat- 
form wore occupied by Prof. J. C. 
Shattuck. slate superintendent, of in- 
struction. Dr. K. (J. Buckingham, pre- 
sident, and Dr. Oorrey, member of the 
hoard of trustees of the institute, Dr. 
Willis Lord, Kev. A. W. Arundel and 
Dr. T. C. Kirkwood. After calling 
the assembly to order Prof. Walker 
stated that twenty-eight, scholars had 
already arrived at the institute, twon 

ty-iivo of whom were deaf-mutes, the 

other throe blind scholars, and that 

by December they ezpeote 1 that there 
would de fully 50 present He said 
that there were altogether in the Unit- 
ed States about 40,000 or 60,000 deaf - 

mutes and blind persons, t wo thirds of 
whom were deaf-mutes, liofoeonoo 
was made by him to the importance of 
the work, and he urged the citizens to 
take interest, in and inspect the work- 
ings of the institution, the methods of 
instruction, etc. 

Rev. A. W. Arundel was I hen intro- 
duced and road the 23d l'salm, which 

was interpreted by signs to the pupils 

by Prof. Walker.' 

Dr. 11. 0. Buckingham, president 

Of the board of trustees, who has boon 
identified with the institution over 
sinco its organisation nine yearn ago, 

next took the platform. The doctor 

said that he was very much pleased to 
see so many present at the opening ex- 
orcises of the institution. In the. past 
the people had not seemed to manifest 

sufficient interest in what was being 
done for these poor unfortunate chil- 
dren, lie opened his remarks by 
speaking; of the efforts that had boon 

made as long ago as [800 for the ed- 
ucation of the deaf mutes. In ear- 
lier days, efforts wore made to 

members of the noble families of 
Pranoe and Spain, the latter country 
having the first credit of teaching ar- 
ticulation to the doaf mutes, 
he said, was first to establish 
the free education 
of the deaf mules, which was about 
16(H). since which time much prog- 
ress has boon made. In 1870 there 
were in the United States forty insti- 
tutions for the education of the doaf 
and dumb. The doctor urged the 
importance of the adoption of a 

permament system for ihe teaching of 

deaf, dumb and blind, and suggested 
that a national convention be called 
for that purpose. Uo gave as his 
reason for this that too many changes 

were constantly being made in the 

System of teaching, and that pupils 

wore taught differently from what 

I hey wore ten years ago. which was 
wrong. 

ood common school education, 
be said, was all that the pupils needed 
and then they were prepared to go out 
in tho world and do for themselves. 
lie spoke in the most complimentary 

way of the teachers who had devoted 
their lives to teaching the doaf. dumb 
and blind, and said that while men 
had fought battles and achieved victo- 
ries and had their names inscribed on 
marble columns for so doing, the 
names of those who had devoted their 
existence to teaching those poor un- 
forunate creatures would be engraved 
on tho tablet, of life, and their lives 
and records would never dio. 

Dr., Buckingham then gave a brief 
history of Ihe Doaf and Dumb Institu- 
tion from its organisation to the pres- 
ent time, which was as follows : in 
1874 a man named Waloott who had a 
a doaf-tnujo boy, now in the institute, 
circulated in Denver a petition soli- 
citing aid for and asking the legisla- 
ture then in session to appropriate 
money for the establishment of an in- 
sitution. Tho petition was liberally 
signed, and through the influence of 

Hon. .1. C Wilson, then a resident of 
this oity, and Dr. Buckingham, the 
bill passed, and $5,000 was appropriat- 
ed for the education of ihe deaf and 
dumb. In March of Ihe same 

the board of trustees met in this 

to make provision for the opening. 
With but 15,000 and the one-fifth 

mill per dollar on the taxed valuation 
of the state, amounting then to #44,- 

000,000, for its support, the institu 

tion had but a meagre start. Sonic 
money was borrowed to help along, 
and the central portion of the present 
building was creeled, a building at a 
rental of tfiOO being used in tbe mean- 
time. Tho next legislature appropriat- 
ed 16,600, which was used in the eroc 
tion of the north wing, and the 8 
following appointed a conunii: 

gate tbe Institution and report 
hack. Tins committor 
value as a state institution and report- 
ed in favor of 190,000 appropriation 
which was allowed and subsequently 
expended. At the last session *6,000 
more was appropriated, which is now 



being expended in much needed im- 
provements. In conclusion, here we 
arc, said the doctor. Wo will hold 
Prof. Walker and Mr. Failor respon- 
sible for the advancement of the chil- 
dren in their studies, and we as a board 
will do all we can to aid them. 

I'rof. Shattuck was next called on. 
Ho said that he had boon much inter- 
ested in and had watched the progress 
of the institution from the start, and 
was a member ofthe legislature that 
made the first appropriation spoken 
of by Dr. Buckingham. He said fur- 
ther that he had been familiar with 
the struggles that it had passed 
through and was pleased to notio 
advancement that had been made. 
Now these poor unfortunate children 
had a home surrounded with an air of 
neatness from basement to turret. 
Prof. Shattuck urged the importance 
Of having institutions of this kind 
kept clean and neat, and spoke of tho 
intelligence depicted in the fax 
the pupils in the seats before him. 

Prof. ,1. P. Palstin, former princi- 
pal at the institution, upon being in- 
troduced, said that he was much 
gleased to see so many of tho citizens 
of Colorado Springs present at the 
opening exorcises. His interest in 
the education of the deaf and dumb, 
he said, had extended over a period of 
nine years, seven of which had been 
spent in the Colorado Springs Insti- 
tute, lie said that no one knew more 
than he did the difficulties experienc- 
ed in starting and keeping up the In- 
stitute in its infancy, and no one was 
better pleased to see the progress it 
had made than he. To-day, we have 
an Institution of which the Slate may 
.well be proud. I'rof. lialstin con- 
cluded bis remarks with a few per- 
sonal suggestions in regard to the 
children, who, he said, seemed to him 
almost like his own children. 

I'rof. Walker then thanked the 
citizens for coming to the exorcises, 
and said that he hoped they would 
come again when routine work was 
fully established. He asked all thoso 
knowing of deaf, mute or blind, to 
inform them of the free advantages 
for an education offered them at the 
Institute, saying it was a duty they 
owed to the children and their pa- 
rents. Before finishing his remarks, 
I'rof. Walker invited those present to 
walk through and inspect the build- 
ing. 

Dr. T. C. Kirkwood concluded the 
exorcises with prayer.

creased funds. Still they did not 
drop " Asylum " while they knew the 
N'ew York Institution was in exis-

they were sin prised to see numerous 
Other institutions of a similar kind
